You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
Litchfield on Tuesday, the twelfth day of March, next at ten of the 
clock in the forenoon, to act upon article one (1) and the Polls will 
close at 6 o’clock in the evening. 


The voters of Litchfield are also notified to meet at the Town 
Hall in said Litchfield Tuesday the twelfth day of March at 7:30 
P.M. to act on articles two (2) to twenty-three(23). 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year en- 
suing . 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations of the 
same, and to consider each item in the budget separately. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow in anticipation of taxes for the year of 1963. 


4. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of 


$500.00 for the Public Library. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to accept Town Road Aid for 
the permanent improvements of highways, Town to raise $169.58 
and the State to contribute $1,130.55. 


6. To see what action the Town will take in regard to Memo- 
rial Day and make appropriation for same.

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PREVENTING FOREST FIRES IS OUR RESPONSIBILITY 


Costs of suppressing carelessly set outdoor fires in New Hamp- 
shire in 1962 cost the persons responsible $5,545. In the same period 
the cost to the cities and towns for control of such fires for which no 
responsibility could be placed cost another $24,634. What utter 
waste of tax money and what shameful and needless loss of timber 
and esthetic values in the 2,200 acres burned. Residences, farms, 
and other business places were threatened with possible total de- 
struction. 


Carelessly set man caused fires can be prevented if every citizen 
remembers his responsibility in regard to any source of fires in the 
open. We can help to keep our fire loss low by remembering these 
simple rules. 


1. Dispose of burnable waste at the town dump. 


2. If waste or brush is to be burned on the premises, obtain 
a permit from the forest fire warden. Seasonal permits may 
be issued for approved incinerators and sites. 


3. Burn safely by picking a clean site, avoiding dry windy 
weather and preferably burning late in the day. 


4. Have something to keep the fire under control — pails of 
water, garden hose, sprinkling can, broom for grass fires or 
shovel will help. 


Be sure your fire is dead out before you leave it. 


If the fire gets out of control or if you see a fire out of 
control, report promptly to your warden or fire depart- 
ment. Continue to fight it until help arrives. 


There is potential danger when matches fall into the hands of 
children. It is never too early for parents to instill in the child’s 
mind a respect for fire. 


Keep our town safe from fire.

To the School Board and Citizens of Litchfield, New Hampshire. 


It is a pleasure to submit my eighth annual report as your 
Superintendent.

Take a group of boys and girls, put them in a school house 
that is large enough and well cared for (clean and warm), 
add the right amount of subjects, instructional materials 
and school supplies and stir until they are mixed according 
to grade placements. After this is done stir in the right pro- 
portion of teachers and let set until all ingredients are well 
jelled. Now we are ready for the test of the ingredients; 
take a schoo] district and into this pour a school board 
primed with fervor for a quality school system, add to this 
all the citizens of the district and blend into a cohesive 
mixture, add to this a sufficient quantity of the milk of 
human kindness and stir to a smooth consistency. When 
the proper consistency is achieved combine the two mix- 
tures, add as a leavening agent, a pinch of tolerance, a 
touch of understanding, an ounce of prevention, and a 
pound of faith, then blend once more until it is firm, place 
in a crucible warmed with friendship, and leave it until 
all impurities have vanished in thin air. You should then 
have enough to serve each day from now to eternity. I'll 
take a piece of that cake for my children any day. 


New Teachers

to replace Miss Dorothy Welch in grade 5. Miss Welch had re- 
quested a leave of absence to study Art in Boston. Mrs. Bagley 
was one of the top ranking graduates in elementary education at 
Plymouth Teachers College. 


Repairs and Replacements 


Your school board is wisely taking care of maintenance prob- 
lems as they arise; this prevents small items from growing into 
costly repairs. Tuck pointing the old building and replacing the 
flashing where necessary, is bound to pay dividends cost-wise, the 
painting of classrooms by Sylvester Reid was accomplished during 
the summer; this combined with a thorough cleaning job had the 
school looking ready for occupancy in September. 


Instruction 


The instructional program under the guidance of Teacher 
Consultant, Raymond G. Edwards and Principal Jackson is pro- 
gressing satisfactorily. As Mr. Edwards’ report follows in more 
detail, I shall only say here that I have been very pleased with the 
way principal and teachers have cooperated with Mr. Edwards in 
furthering a sound up-to-date instructional program. My confi- 
dence in your Teacher Consultant has been well placed. However, 
in discussing this area there is one pertinent observation I would 
like to make. In checking the per cent of daily attendance for high 
school pupils attending Alvirne high school for the first half of 
1962-63 I find it to be a very poor 83%. This means that these 
pupils are on an average missing classes nearly one day each week. 
It also means that you are not getting a very good return on your 
investment of $425.00 for each pupil concerned. The only solution 
is in a conscientious effort on the part of each parent to see that 
their boy or girl is in school taking advantage of the opportunity 
you folks are providing them. I know there are those that would 
like to blame your own elementary school for high school failures, 
but a daily attendance of 83% with its consequent lack of accom- 
plishment in class work can be attributed to only one factor; the 
individual and his interest in making the most of his opportunity. 


In closing I wish to express my appreciation to the School 
Board, citizens, teachers and pupils for their continued coopera- 
tion. It has been a pleasure working with and for you all. )

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TEACHER CONSULTANT’S REPORT

Dear Mr. Ramsay: 


The following paragraphs constitute my first report to you as 
Teacher Consultant in the Town of Litchfield, New Hampshire. 
As I stated last year in my report as Principal of Pelham’s E. G. 
Sherburne School, maintaining high standards of instruction is a 
task continued successfully only by means of a high degree of co- 
operation by all members of the team associated with the school. 
During the past year I have found the team associated with the 
Litchfield Elementary School to be closely knit, cooperative, and 
working toward a common goal of providing better education for 
the youth of Litchfield. It is indeed a privilege to be a member of 
this team. 


Any educational team can best be evaluated by the degree of 
progress attained in intensifying and diversifying the instructional 
program. I believe the record of the past year speaks well for the 
Town of Litchfield. 

Modern mathematics is now a reality in our school system. 
Last September the program was instituted in grades 1 and 2 and 
will be followed by grades 3 and 4 next September. I am indeed 
proud of the dedicated efforts of our teachers to make this program 
a success. The entire staff is making every effort to acquire addi- 
tional training in this field at considerable cost. 


A modern mathematics program was also begun last Fall in 
the 7th grade and will be followed by the 8th grade next September. 
Every effort is being made to better prepare our children for ad- 
vanced mathematics courses at the high school of their choice. 


A few words of explanation concerning the modern mathemat- 
ics program is here called for. What are we trying to accomplish? 
Very briefly, the new approach gives emphasis to the development 
of mathematical ideas, number meanings, and principles of opera- 
tion. Very important to this approach is the encouragement of 
children to discover these principles for themselves by relating a 
situation to the concrete. Skill in computation has always been and 
always will be of the utmost importance. But the days when em- 
phasis is placed wholly on the learning of isolated facts and the 
memorization of specific rules to be followed in computation are 
passing rapidly. Real learning is meaningful learning. It must be 
developmental — it must be structurally oriented. 
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On a planned basis, the basal reading series will presently be 
brought up to date. The new edition of the Scott Foresman reading 
series already in use in the supervisory union has been extremely 
helpful in improving instruction in this very important area. It 
behooves us to remember that increased excellence in reading in- 
struction remains the primary key to the future learning success of 
our children. Our constant attention should be directed toward 
that end. 


Litchfield has reason to be very proud of the calibre of text- 
books available to the children. We have made a great deal of 
progress in modernizing all textbook series currently in use. To 
keep up with the modern textbook need is indeed a difficult chal- 
lenge. The people of Litchfield are very effectively meeting that 
challenge. 


We are very fortunate in Litchfield to continue to have an 
excellent teacher-pupil ratio. Our classes run from 15 to 24 pupils, 
which is indeed a very favorable situation. Small classes, plus good 
instruction remain as two important prerequisites to high academic 
standards. Litchfield can boast of having both. 


Small classes and good teaching has resulted in relatively high 
achievement on the part of the children of Litchfield. The results of 
last Spring’s standardized testing program attest to that fact. 


I would hope that the townspeople of Litchfield would begin 
to give serious consideration to the additional part-time music and 
art specialists to the school staff. Although our teachers are at- 
tempting to adequately fill this gap in the curriculum, specialists 
would indeed be helpful. 


Paul L. O'Neil closed his last report to the town of Litchfield 
with a quote from Benjamin Willis, one of our nation’s top educa- 
tors. I believe that quote to be worth repeating. “Generally, to 
speak of the school is to conjure up in the public mind an image of 
a building. It would be closer to the truth if the word School were 
to bring to mind a picture of the Teacher. The Teacher Makes 


The School.”

2. If future plans for expansion are consummated, more 
thought may be given to additional curricular offerings by the 
existing teaching staff in the areas in which they have special tal- 
ent, such as art, music and possibly some industrial arts, which may 
be made available by the rather new technique of team teaching.

1. Appreciation to Sylvester Reid, our custodian, for keeping 
the physical parts of the school running so well and for his many 
kindnesses over and above the line of duty to both teachers and 


pupils. 
2. Appreciation to our cafeteria staff for their excellent work 
and real understanding of and consideration for children.
